Announce the 21* Annual Fine Print Fair 
Offering Five Centuries of Outstanding Prints 


CLEVELAND (Sept. 14, 2005) — The Cleveland Museum of Art and the Print Club of Cleveland welcome the 
21st annual Fine Print Fair. As Cleveland’s largest and most comprehensive exhibition of fine prints, the fair will 
take place Sept. 30 through Oct. 2, 2005, at Myers University Club, 3813 Euclid Avenue, Cleveland. 

The Fine Print Fair will be held from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. on Saturday, Oct. 1, and 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. on 
Sunday, Oct. 2, 2005. The ticket price of $10 ($5 for students with I.D. cards) covers entrance to the fair both 
Saturday and Sunday. Hourly door prizes will be given away on Saturday and Sunday. 

‘A Prints of a Party,” the opening night preview benefit for the department of prints at the Cleveland 
Museum of Art, will be held Friday, Sept. 30 from 5:30 to 8:30 pm. The event is sponsored by The Print Club of 
Cleveland, a non-profit adjunct organization dedicated to supporting the museum’s print collection. The event will 
feature hors d’ oeuvres, a cash bar, free parking and an opportunity to select great works of art on paper before the 
fair opens to the public on Saturday. The event has been chaired by Judy Sogg and Diane Stupay. The benefit 
ticket is $60 ($70 after Sept. 16) and includes readmission to the fair throughout the weekend. For reservations

Fair co-chairman, Allie Wallace says, “The Friday night party offers a festive opening to view and make 


purchases from a stellar selection of prints, drawings, and photographs assembled by 14 knowledgeable dealers." 


“We are pleased the Fine Print Fair is again being held at the elegant location of Myers University Club 
which underwent a dazzling $10 million renovation last year. This stately Victorian mansion 1s a version of a 
Tuscan-style villa built in 1862 by Brigadier-General Anson Stager, a telegraph pioneer and general 
superintendent of the Western Union Telegraph Company” said Charles Rosenblatt, president of the Print Club of 
Cleveland. 


Another program of interest to both beginning and experienced print collectors will be held on 
Friday, Sept. 30 at 4:30 p.m. at Myers University Club in conference room 3 when Dr. Jane Glaubinger, curator of 
prints at the Cleveland Museum of Art, will give an “Introduction to Print Collecting” lecture. This program is 


free and open to the public. 


Due to its popularity, "Curator’s Choice" will return with Jane Glaubinger’s selection of works she 
considers of exceptional interest and worthy of acquisition by the museum in varied price ranges from among the 
dealers. Dr. Glaubinger will lead a tour at 7:00 p.m. on Friday, Sept. 30 of these selections at the “Prints of a 
Party” and they will be on view and available for sale throughout the fair. The dealer donates 10 percent of these 


sales to benefit the Club’s fund to acquire prints for the museum. 


Fourteen galleries from coast to coast will offer 5 centuries of outstanding prints, drawings, and 
photographs in a broad range of prices, including The Annex Galleries, Santa Rosa, CA (20th-century American 
and European modernist prints); Richard Reed Armstrong, Chicago (19th/20th-century prints and drawings, 
specializing in French prints); Childs Gallery, Boston (Old master/20th-century American and European prints 
and drawings); Crown Point Press, San Francisco (contemporary prints, print publisher); Dolan/Maxwell, 
Philadelphia (contemporary American and European prints and drawings); C & J Goodfriend, New York (Old 
master/20th-century representational prints and drawings); Goya Contemporary, Baltimore, MD (contemporary 
prints, print publisher); Conrad Graeber, Riderwood, MD (American, British, European, and Japanese prints and 
drawings); The Halsted Gallery, Bloomfield Hills, MI (19th/20th-century photographs); Marlborough Gallery, 
New York (contemporary prints, print publisher); Mary Ryan Gallery, New York (American and British prints 
and drawings 1920/ present); William Shearburn Gallery, St. Louis (contemporary prints); Sragow Gallery, New 
York (20th-century American and African-American prints, including WPA); and The Verne Collection, 
Cleveland, OH (contemporary Japanese prints, ukiyo-e woodblock prints). 

A special feature of this year’s Fine Print Fair will be a program at Myers University Club on Sunday, 
Oct. 2, which includes a 9:30 a.m. continental breakfast with the dealers and a 10:15 a.m. lecture by Marilyn 
Symmes , independent curator, on “Impressions of New York: A Flourishing City in Prints.” Please call 216/765-
